The experiments the medical men 
said proves that administration by 
inhalation of 100 per cent. oxygen 
brought relief to three passengers 
suffering from sea sickness, brought 
them from their beds, ended that 
dizzy feeling and permitted them to 
retain food. 

While not 100 per cent. efficient as 
yet the discovery Dr. Boothby said, 
is suggestive of a practical relief for 
sufferers from sea sickness.
